Wage Earners To Know Status of 
Social Security Without Asking 



For the first time this 
January, American wage 
earners will .know the exact 
amount of their earnings 
being reported to the Social 
Security Administr a t i o n 
without having to ask for 
the inform a t i o n, Mrs. 
Hughes branch manager of 
the Monrovia Social Security 
office said. 

In the past, an employee 
iKver saw the quarterly re¬ 
ports sent by his employer: 
instead he had to mall a 
postcard to the Social Secur¬ 
ity Administration in order 
to get a copy of his earnings 
history. Now each worker 
will have a current record of 
each year’s earnings through 
his W-2. 

If the worker finds an er¬ 
ror on the W-2 he should 
report it immediately to his 
employer. The employer will 
send a corrected W-2 to the 
Social Security Administra¬ 
tion. When the worker files 
his income tax return, he 
should use the corrected in¬ 
formation. 

Because of the change in 
reporting social security in¬ 
formation, six million em¬

For the past ten years, 
most employers have had to 
report employees’ wages to 
the Internal Revenue Service 
every three months. In addi¬ 
tion, all employers complet¬ 
ed a Form W-2 at the end 
of the year for each em- 
filoyee which showed total 
wages for Income tax pur¬ 
poses. 

Since the W-2 form now 
has information for both 
IRS and the Social Security 
Administration, employe r s 
must complete only one 
wage report a year, rather 
than five. They still must 
send summary wage and tax 
liability information to IRS 
once a quarter.

Supervisor Pete Schabarum said recently that the Fed¬ 
eral Government is faced with an enormous task of hand¬ 
ling the illegal alien problem and has refused to take it 

seriously. ^ ... 

“To date,” Schabarum .said, “all Congre.ss has done 
is authorized a survey of the alien population and they 

have even foulodb that up.” 

Schabarum .said that the Congress, in 1976, .set aside 
$1 million: to study illegal aliens in tlie United States. 

"By last spring, however, about 18 months and $500,- 
000 later, not a single Interview has been conducted,” he 
said, “and now. the government is trying to find out what, 
if anything, was learned.” 

“According to a December Washington Post article, 
said Sdhabarum, “the survey was supposed to be a single, 
vast survey of illegal Immigrants across the barrios and 
Inner cities, suburbs and aparinvent buildings where the 
immigrants are believed to live, asking 100,000 of them 
more tlian 60 questions each.” 

Schabarum said the contract was awarded to J. A. 
Reyes Associates, a Washington - based consulting firm 
owned toy a Mexican • American who, in seeking the con¬ 
tract. emphasized his understanding of the people in 

question. . , , 

The article said immigration officials were at a loss 
to explain just where all the money went. Reyes was or¬ 
dered to turn over all the raw material he has gathered. 

"Thus far," said Schabarum, “no information on the 
study has been relea-sed by the Immigration Service. The 
errtire project has been suspect since its Inception. We still 
have certain people in Washington who do not, under 
any circumstances, want any dialogue on the issue of il¬ 
legal aliens.” 

"In addition,” Schabarum said, “the Post stt>ry says 
the s udy may be given to another government agency' 
to sort out, suoh as the Census Bureau.” 

“I think this is a good example of the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment’s attitude toward the problem — to put it on a 
back .shelf,” said Schabarum. 

**I don’t see an>'thing being done to get a handle on 
the magnitude of the illegal alien problem, and we have 
a Director of Immigration vwho, upon taking office, said 
that he didn’t believv there was a big illegal alien prob¬ 
lem In this country,” Schabarum said. 

Let’s Repeal — Do Not Add I 

The California Taxpaver.s’ As-sociatlon rt'cently called 
for s ate legislators to give first priority In 1979 to repeal 
ing rather than adding new sections to s.atc codes. 

C.al Tax executive Kirk Wi-st said Proposition 13 and 
coAttinuing public sentiment for a limit on government 
spending make it mandatory tlcat legislators seek out 
ajid eliminate or revise existing laws that frustrate state 
and local effort.s to hold the line on costs. 

“We believe a second look a what is already in the 
law ought to be a guideline for 1979,” West said at a 

Sacramento news cotrference. 

'The Legi-slature has added thousands of sections to 
the codes over the las* ten years, he said, arvi many of 
them may have lost their reason for existence. 

West said he was distributirvg to legislators a com¬ 
pilation of 200 code sections Cal Tax believes should be 
examined for pos-sible repeal or amendment. 

"We are offering this package, which we are calling 
■A Second Lxrok,’ troth to initiate ac.ions oti our finings 
and to spur close reviews of state codes by others in¬ 
terested Ln governmetn: efficiency. 

“While we cannot calculate wiUi any degree of ac¬ 
curacy the potential savings our package offers. I Irelievv 
that over a period of time it would amoamt to seveial 
hundred million dollars.” 

St'ctions idoentific'd by Cal Tax range from those in 
the Education Code governing tenured teachers to a .sec 
lion in the Streets and Highways Code requiring In.stal- 
lation and maintenance of signs A'noting ofifeial scenic 

hlgiliways. ^ 

Provisions for firing tenured teachers were char¬ 
acterized by West as being so ladem with excessive hear 
ing and notice requirements that even the most incempe- 
tent teacher rarely can l>e dismisstsl without great costs 
in time and money to a school dlstric-t. West noted that 
a .State Senate hearing last year brought out the fact 
that only about 20 of the 223,000 tenured teachers In 
C’.allfornia are dismissed for cau.se or resign to avoid dis¬ 
missal in a given year. 

Scenic highway signs, while not a large cost area, 
represent money tliat could be better used else^vhere. West 
said. 

“For people not interested in scenery, the signs make 
no difference. For those who arc, the signs are one more 
blot on the landscape,” he said. 

Tlie Cal-Ta.\ list also contains a little-known govern 
mont code provision that allows slate department heads 
to double the number of highly paid exempt jobs In their 
operation. This piovi.sion, when combined with jobs estab¬ 
lished under the Career Executive Assignment program, 
often makes for top-heavy, overly costly management in 
state departments West said.

authority to grant merit pay increases to virtually all 
eligible a ate employees, regardless of the merit of

— A section in the Military and Veterans Code re¬ 
quiring public employee reservis s on annual military 
leave to continue receiving full pay from their regular job 
in-stead of the difference between their regular salary 
and their militaiy pay. 

— A section giving icachers retirement credit lor 
unused sick leave. 

_ A prohibition against releasing permanent school 

employees for financial reasons. 

— A prohibition against downgrading teaching or 
administrative positions when reorganizing a school di.s 

trict. , , , 

_ Prohibitions In the Government and Labor cooes 

against using electronic recorders at certain administra¬ 
tive hearing.s, even though, manual court reporting may 
be more costly and less accurate. 

_ A requirement that a deputy sheriff be present 

during all court proceedings, even when non - criminal 
mat ers are involved and there is little likelihood of a 
disturbance. 

— Sections call ing for government to pay attorney 
fees to parties successfully suing it — even if the pardes’ 
attorney is already governmoiit-funded and provided to 
the plaintiff at no cost. 

The list was drawn from a variety of codes governing 
education, health and welfare, public employment, local 
government, elections and general government.

We can’t promise to make you an exxiert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little.

1. Marihuana: 

‘, Conviction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, docs not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence”

if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Researdh is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD; 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual, 
Ihere is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be ^ 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”; 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
^as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician's prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doscs cau 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support liis habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).

How mysti- i 
cal its Horsehead Nebula i 
was « . . made up of dust, i 
and edge - illuminated by ;

learn some interesting facts : 
about astronomy . . . such 
as the immense distance.s , 
involved and the evolution ( 
of stars. Far less factuai, ■ 
hut ivjt less interesting are , 
the ancient mvthologi c a 1 
stories which attempt to ex¬ 
plain the repeated patterns ! 
and annual movements of 
star groups that have como ; 
to be called constellations.

cluster called Pleiades (pro¬ 
nounced olee-a-dc!ez). Pleia- 
res is a small, almost in¬ 
significant grouping of six 
stars — although some haye 
claimed to havu seen seyen. 
What makes this star group 
so exciting is that when a 
pair of binoculars is trained 
on it, an astro-optiacl trans¬ 
formation takes place. The 
six ordinarily yisible stars 
turn into a yisual display of 
several hundred stars! The 
constellation itself has ap¬ 
proximately 250 stars . . . 
th.at’s certainly a lot more 
than six! But also in the 
same small area of the sky 
lining up in view with Pliea- 
des are 2000 additional stars 
of different intensities! Now, 
that suddenly makes for in¬ 
credible viewing. 

As you Ingest these far- 
out facts, vou can easily sec 
how astonomy bee o m e s 
mind - boggling! Let us con- 
iiniue with our extra-terres¬ 
trial thinking. Though Pleia¬ 
des appears small in stature 
when compared to other con¬ 
stellations. its width — by 
our own solar system stan¬ 
dards — is astounding. Re¬ 
member that light travels 
six trillion miles in one year, 
it takes light a total of 35 
years to cross Pleiades from 
one side to the other. Thirty- 
five light years equals 210 
trillion miles. That’s a lot 
of miles wide! To continue 
one spacial step further, the 
distance from Earth to 
Pleiades is 350 light years 
away (don’t ask me how 
many trillion miles that is). 
As a mere earthling, this 
certainly giyes me an awtui 
lot to think about!!
